Practically all 
the birds, besides guinea pigg, rats 
and mfce have been used in the exper- 
iment, but the canary is the best of 
all, as the conditions required for his i 
existence are more nearly like those 
of a man.

THE COMING INDUSTRIAL 
AND CORPORATE POLICY. 


Judge Elbert H. Gary is nothing if 


not optimistic, and it is natural that 
he speaks encouragingly of his latest 
and greatest effort at unity and uni- 
formity in the stee] trade, not only of 
-.the United States but of the 
world. 


The London Tiiuea^, commenting on 
the proposition, sa>s: 


The case Cor combination between 
traders In the engineering Industry hag 
rarely been more emphatically stated 
than It was at a recent meeting o' iron 
and steel manufacturers in New York 
by Juilge Gary. His remarks related in 
particular to the c"ntemplated reduc- 
tion ol' wages consequent upon the con. 
dltlonn of stress tint at presenticxtst 
In the steel trade o: the United States, 
but they apply also to the general prob- 
lem of maintaining the Industry upon 
a basis of permanent stability. Briefly 
he ins'sts upon the necessity for a high 
standard of conduct and a good under- 
standing- between 
< ompeting- firms In 
the same Industry, and he is able to 
cite at least'one <omblnation of the 
kind which he considers to be eve-m- 
plary in this respec1. If this ideal can 
be attained, and If it can be preserved, 
the case for combination requires no 
jjlea, for It 
obviously 
conduces 
to 


equality of oportui.ity and constancy 
of conditions, advantageous both 
to 


employers and to employed- 
Beyond 
a certain point, the cutting of prices is 
a menace alike to the seller, the pur- 
chaser, and the working people, and 
unless it is checked it must in the long 
run spell ruJn Co all who depend upon 
the industry aa a m« ans of livelihood. 
Judge Gary Insist-, upon the need for 
establishing working agreements .be- 
tween the sellers to provide this check. 
Competing: firms, be suggests, should 
Interchange inform ition on all ques- 
tions of prices, and there should bo no 
attempt, within the combination to ob- 
tain orders by underselling other mem- 
bers of the fraternity. In regard !o the 
sale of a definite material of more or 
less constant grade, such as steel bars, 
he may be perfect]y right; 
but

even harmony betwen sellers in re- 
gard to the standard product, hut un,- 
fortunately the tenoency 1? for a seller 
to have a second string to his bow— 
something that the customer is told Is 
Just as good as "co nbm*>" quality, but 
cheaper.

within the lute, an-1 the tune changes 
to blatant discord. 
The aasumptlon <'f a high standard 


of conduct between competitors is, un- 
fortunately, a false premise, and trad- 
ers who desire fair dealing wouid be 
Trell advised to direct their efforts first 
towards establishing definite specifica- 
tions and definite tests to Indicate that 
the goods satisfy what Is specified, nnd 
then 
towards 
employing 
competent 


men to carry out such* tests. It la not 
the cut price, but the cut quality, that 
debases trade. 


The ancient policy of the 
TJni*ed 


States, borrowed from tbe oid English 
law dating back t'r the crude condi 
tions of several hundred years aco 
does not suit modern times and mod 
ern progress." The world has moved 
if the sun has rot. The despised and 
abused corporation-; are but a natura 
evolution of these changed and cbang 
ing conditions. Th'j Trusts have come 
to stay. The remedy for their possi- 
ble abuses of privilege Mes in reason 
able government 
regulaLlon. 
Thul 


remedy is already being applied 
this country. The only danger is that 
in its application tiie demagogue may 
aeek. to advance his political interests 
at the expense of ihe interests of the 
people. "Without crir aggregations p] 
capital this country would have 
ail- 


vanced inches where it has advanced 
miles. This fact is one which is not 
appreciated at its ime worth. Neither 
is it properly understood that many 
large corporations .ire almost national 
partnerships. The United States Steel 
Corporation is a striking example of 
this fact. 
The management of this 


great company has- adopted the wise 
policy of taking 
its 
captains and 


lieutenants into partnership, and if 
Vie do not mistake the time is coming 
when even the common laborer will 
have an opportunity of becoming a 
stockholder. \Vhen this cornea to pass 
the corporation will be an industrial 
community of interest. 


In the meantime tts energies have 


been devoted to thi- elimination of the 
\vater that seemed to be essential to 
its primal formation. "The laborer Is 
worthy o£ his hire," and tbe corpora- 
tion of a legitimate profit. It has been 
the policy o£ the S:eet Corporation to 
to bold up the market against ruinous 
policy. While steel products have re- 
mained at profitable levels, pig iron 
and coke have dropped from extrava- 
eaat.altiLudes to rimcus rates because 
erf cutthroat methods incident to un- 
restrained and savL,£e competition. 


When politics shall hare been di- 


vorced from business, and business 
shall have become rational and just 


. to Itself.and the consumer, the problem 


of reasonable and proper regulation of 
our chief industries will have been sat- 
isfactorily solved.

The dissolution of the Oil Trust will 
become a matter of fact, but it will be 
a disintegration in theory rather than 
in fact.

relief from the High Cost o£ Living.

Staies in the last two years and (he 
increasing uee of the mine-breathins 
apparatus there has come to the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Mines a rlemand for in- 
formation concerning this apparms 
and how it should be properly used. 
In response- the Bureau ot Mines has 
issued Miners' Circular No. 4, on "Tne 
Us* and Care of Mine Rescue Breath- 
ing Apparatus," by James W. Paul, 
•who has general charge ot the rescue 
work. Mr. Paul makes the statement 
that the use of such apparatus for res- 
cue work In mines is no longer an ex- 
periment, but has become an impor- 
tant factor in lessening loss of life 
and property from fires and 
explo- 


sions. 


The circular describes the various 


types o-f apparatus used by the bureau 
and gives careful instruction as to the 
care this apparatus should receive 
when not in use. Then the author 
pusses upoa the qua! meat ions of res- 
cue men at the mines. Mr. Paul says: 


"Mine men 22 to 45 years old, in 


»ood physical condition who are tem- 
perate in their habits and naturally 
calm and deliberate are best suited 
for mine rescue work. Before a man 
undegoes training in 
the 
use 
of 


breathing apparatus he should be ex- 
amined by a physician to ascertain 
his physical condition, especially the 
action of his heart and lungs and any 
defects of the nose or throat. Unless 
a man has a physician's certificate 
statins that his physical condition is 
good, he should not he permitted to 
take rescue training nor to attempt 
rescue work in a mine. 


"A rescue party should have no less 


than five, and better not less than six 
members. 
Only such, persons should 


bv allowed to join the party as have 
already trained In tbe use 
of 
the 


apparatus nnd 
are 
equipped 
with 


rtscue apparatus in good order and 
have agreed to follow the directions 
o? tbe leader, who must have 
full 


charge. While working in unbreath- 
able gases within a mine the men 
should keep close to one another and 
lot separate under any condition. 


"To be efficient and successful 


party must take every precant] ?n for 
its own safety. 
If cme person in a 


party faints or recehes an injury ho 
becomes a burden instead of a help, 
for the entire party must at onoe con- 
duct him to tbe surface or to Eresh 
air. 
One or two stretchers should 


always be at hand. 


"A relief station or base of opera- 


tions should be established at tbe end 
of ihe good air and a relief crew with 
knapsacks should be stationed there 
ready to put on their apparatus and 
start at a moment's aotice. A patrol 
of all brattice and doors leading up to 
the relief elation should be maintained 
to -protect the relief crew from harm. 


"At each larae mine there should 


be at least four crews, two outside and 
two inside crew?, each of six men, in- 
cluding a captain and a lieutenant, 
and these crews should have practice 
once a week 


"While working in dense smoke the 


members of a crew siould hold a rope 
which leads to fiesh air. 


'In case of total failure of an appa- 


ratus to supply breathable air, the 
wearer of the apparatus can throw 
away all parts but the oxygen cylinder 
and breathe fro.n the cylinder through 
his mouth while endeavoring to reach 
fresh air with ihe reit of the crew. 


"Apparatus 
f<»r givng oxygen to one 


who has been overccme with gases is 
an essential pa~t of the equipment of 
a rescue party. 


"A telephone helmet is a conven- 


ience for shaft ivorfc and its presence 
lends much confidence to a rescue par- 
ty, EJectnc lamps, safety lamps, gas 
analysis apparatus, thermometers, a 
pocket compass, and a map of the 
mine are necessary parts of the equip- 
ment. 


"At each training station a recoid 


should be kept showing the work done 
by the men and the difficulties encoun- 
tered. 
A record 01 each apparatus 


should be kepc also 
If an apparatus 


fails to give proper service it should 
be subjected to the regular tests un- 
less some injury is seen by inspec- 
tion.

ing a combination m restraint of trade 
and asking that the combination be en- 
joined from continuing business. 


The government charges that the 


Hocking Vallev Railroad amalgama- 
tion's ownership of the capital stock 
of the Toledo & Ohio Central, the Kan- 
awha & Michigan and the Zanesviile 
& Western roads and its connection 
with the mining concerns named has 
crushed competition. 


The defendant companies are: Lake 


Shore &. Michigan Southern Railroad. 
Chesepeake & Ohio Railroad, Hocking 
Valley Railroad, Toledo &. Ohio Cen- 
tral Railroad, Zvana^'ha & Michigan 
Railroad. Zanesviile & Western Rail- 
road, Sunday Creek Coal Company, 
Continental Coal Company, Kanuwha 
& Hocking Coal & Coke Company. 


The government's petition 
alleges 


that the comb/facion fhus formed af- 
fects four of ihe great coal mining 
fip]ds; namely, the PHtshurg. the West 
Virginia, the Kanawha Valley and the 
Hocking Valley It is alleged that the 
six railroads are affiliated and that the 
three coal companies are also affiliat- 
ed, not only among themselves, but 
with the railroad companies.
